London, Aug. 15. — In the Honae of 
Lords, tho members of the Commons being 
aiaembled, the Speech from the Throne waa 
read by Baron Halsbary, lord ohanoellor, aa 

follows : 

"My Lorda and Qtntlcmui : 

" The communioationa which I roooivo 
from foroiijn powers aseuro mo of the oon- 
tiauanco of thair good will. I am happy to 
say no international complication haa arisen 
in »ny .j-.iartor calculated to endanger the 
pooco of Europo. War botwoon Jopan and 
Oliiua, which waa in progreaa at the opening 
of laat aosaiou, haa boon brought to a oloso 
by a pcaco which, I trust, will endure. 1 
observed atriol! neutrality during tho wiir, 
and havo taken no action in roapoot thereto, 
except auoh aa appeared to me likely 
to bo favorable to tho termination of hoa- 
tilitiei. 

" I deeply regret to aay th:jt moat aorioua 
outragoo upon a body of Eaglish miasion- 
arlca aro reported from the province of Fu 
Klen, in China. In reply to earnest ropro- 
eantatioDB, aldrossed to the Chinese govern- 
mont; active measures, which I trnat will 
prove efifaotivo, are being taken {or the 
punlabmeot of the marderers and all per- 
soDB in any degree responsable for these 
crimes. 

"International troabloa, whioh have 
broken out In the Armenian districts of 
Asiatic Turkey, have been attended with 
hortora whioh have moved to indignation 
this Christian nations of Europe generally, 
and my people eapacially. My ambaaaador 
and tho ambaSBadors of Russia, the Pi esi- 
dent of tho French Republic, acting to- 
gether, havo suggested to the government of 
cho Sijltan reforms whioh, in their opinion, 
aro nobessary to prevent a recurrence of this 
disorder. Those proposals are now being 
coniidered by the Sultan, and I am anxiously 
awaitipg his dociaion. 

"A resolution haa boon paesed by both 
housee of parliament of the Cape of Good 
Hope proposing that the adjacent crown 
colony of Beohuanaland should be incorpor- 
atod with Capo Colony. I signified that I 
was willtDg to consider favorably an aot for 
that purpose, provided it contained the proper 
safeguards to my interesta and those of my 
native subjeota, and eepeoially as regards 
their lands, the liquor traffic, and the main- 
tenance of their own system of admlniater- 
Ing jaatlce. I received aatUfaotory asaur- 
anoes of these matters and an aob has been 
pasted by the Cape parliaments which I have 
every reason to expect will fnlfil the reqnire- 
naentB " 

Xha spseob anDooBoed that the estimates 
for the Bsrvioes of the year which were not 
vate^iilaat session would bo laid befocA. the 
House ef Commons, and concluded; 

'* iiy Lords and Qmtleme.n ; 
"At this season of the year it will proba- 
bly be found more convenient to defer to an- 
other session the consideration of any impor- 
tant legislative measurea, except those which 
are nocosaary to provide for the administra- 
tive ohargea of the year." 

The members of the House of Commons 
having withdrawn the Duke of Marlborouijb 
moved tho address in reply to the speech, 
adding that ho was happy to aeo that Ekrl 
Cadogan waa installed in Dublin as Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and expressed the 
hope that he would oontinnethat firm polioy 
whioh was carried ont when Mr, Balfour 
waa Chief Secretary for Ireland. He also 
trusted that the government dnring recess 
would|consldnr tho question ofhoebindry and 
make a serious attempt to relieve the gen- 
eral distress existing. 

Reviewing tho elections just held, Lord 
Roaebary dwelt upon tho fickleness of the 
eloctorato, and admitted that the present 
govornmont was aupportod by a large ma- 
jority. The olectionK, ho claimed, had 
hown that tho creed of a lifetime cannot be 
put into the manifeato of a moment. Tho 
ex-Premier aiao said that though the polioy 
of the Liberals niuat havo altered, their 
principles wore unaltered. Ho was not 
prepared to adopt tho view that tho olcc 
tiona settled tho Iriah quoation. Tho schism 
oxistiiig among tho Iriah partiea waa re- 
grettable, but that would not interfere with 
the question of self government for Iroland. 
This would havo to bo granted. 

The government. Lord Rosebory continu- 
ed, would bo forced in time to acknowledge 
thht tho best means of conducting Iriah bue- 
inoBSia through the Irish. "I am convinc- 
ed," ho concluded, " that you will see Homo 
Rule extended not only to Ireland, but pos- 
sibly to Scotland, and I do not even limit 
the evolution there." 

The Marquis of Salisbury, the paime min- 
ister, then arose to reply. He a&id : " The 
Noble Lord complains of the brevity of the 
(Juoon's speech. Where there is not much 
bo done it is not necessary 
to spend many words desoribing' what 
is to be undertaken at this session 
The government holds that tho abandon- 
ment of Cfaitral is nnwiao, as a question of 
moral as well aa physical strategy. It is 
aaeless to follow Lord Rosebory through tho 
wido area of his disquieitiona. I will not de- 
Boriha our intentiona in regard to the con- 
atitutlon nf this house or In respcot to tho 
adoption of Homo Rule. When we intro- 
duce bills touching these matters it will ba 
time enough to dieouss them," 

Roturoing to tho massacres of miasionar- 
iea at Ku Cheng, Lord Salisbury said : 
There Is every reason to bolievo that the 
Chinese government Is sinoerely dcairous of 
punishing tho porpetratora of the outrage 
and tboso who connived at it. Should any 
luko-warmness become diacerolbln, it will 
beoome our duty to supply its defeat. 
With rospeot to Armenia, we have aocepted 
tho policy whioh our prodeoessor initiated, 
and our efforts will bo directed 
to obtaining an adequate guarantee 
for tho carrying out of reform. 
Wo have received tho moat loyal 
support from both Franco and Rnosia. The 
permanence of the Sultan's rule is Involved 
in the aonduot he pnranea. If the oriea of 
misery ooutinne, the Sultan mast realize 
that Europe will beoome weary of appeals 
and the fiotittona strength which the powers 
have given the empire will fail it. 
The Snltan ' will make a calamitous 
nalatake if he refasea to accept the advice of 
the European powers relative to the elec- 
tions.!', , 3 ... , J;„ . 

Ilorcl Sallsbnry compared the. late appeal 



to tho oountry to tho appeal agalnat Mr. 
Pitt 110 years ago, when then, as now, the 
nation empbatioally declared in favor of the 
House of Lorda. " It ia a defect of the con- 
stitution," the Premier concluded, " that 
we have not special protection In the or- 
ganic laws npoD which the constitution 
rests, and which could be destroyed in a 
night by the Honae of Commons, if the 
House of Lords waa not able to uphold 
them." 

Lord Saliabary exhorted the Sultan to 
remember that bis independence is of a very 
special kind. It ia the creature of an agree- 
ment, and Europe, which conferred upon 
Turkey a faotitioua stability, has long been 
uneasy aa to tho moral burden whioh its 
joint action involved. It foara that it 
might be upholding a mcohaniam 
whioh doea not work for human 
happiness and progress, bub haa 
rather tended to perpetuate tho antagonism 
of creed and race which havo so long been 
tho onrso of tho Turkish provinces, 

" How long the present state of things 
cun continue," tho Prime Miniator proceed- 
ed, " I confoaa appeara to me more doubtful 
than it did twenty yeara ago." 

In tho House of Commona, Sir Richard 
Wobatur, Conservative, formerly attorney- 
general, moved that a certified copy of tho 
trial and conviction of Michael Duly, dyna- 
miter, who waa recently elected to parlia- 
ment to represent Limerick, although he 
was convicted in 1894 of having been en- 
gaged in dynamite conspiraciea, be furnished 
to the house, and that the governor of Port- 
land prison present a certificate to the effect 
that Daly Is still a priaoner. 

Mr, John Redmond, member for Water- 
ford City, Parneliite, aaid he recognized In 
the motion the first step in the prooecdlnga 
aiming at over-riding the nnanimous seleo- 
bion of the electors of Limerick. Ho pro- 
tested against it, and insisted on a division 
at the oonolualon of hia rcniarka, 

J)r. Tanner created quite a scene. He 
was intensely excited, and said that beforo 
a decision in tho Dalby matter was arrived 
at he wculd call tho attention of the house 
to the indecorous bahaviour of the gentle- 
man who was the loader of the house and 
the gentlemen beaide him. Otntinning, Dr. 
Tanner remarked that when men stand up 
and do their beat for a poor man who is in 
prison, that la no reason why " the gentle- 
men sitting on tho treasury benches should 
snigger and sneer in a way unbecoming of a 
gentleman or of a member of the honae," 
Dr. Tanner's remarks were interrnpted with 
loud cries of "order." 

Sir Richard Webster's motion was finally 
carried by a vote of 31-i to 74. 

The Daly matter is set down for consid- 
eration on Monday. 

Mr. Thomas W. Leigh, Cossarvative, 
moved the address in reply, saying that 
there was not mnoh to criticize in it. Mr. 
T. Herbert Robertson, member for Hackney, 
Conservative, seconded the motion. 

Sir. Wm. Vernon Haroourt, the leader of 
the opposition, congratulated tho govern- 
ment and the mover and seconder on tunch- 
Ing upon Armenian matters, aaid he trusted 
the question would not be allowed to sleep 
and that the government wonld be firm in 
insisting npon the reform which it recom- 
mended being carried out. The opposition 
leader then aaid he wished to know whether 
tho government intended to permanently 
occupy Chitral, aud challenged the govern- 
ment to say whether it was prepared to ex- 
tend the boundaries of the empire without 
informing parliament In regard to Ireland, 
Sir Wm. Haroourt remarked that the late 
government, unfortunately, waa unable to 
to settle the great question in conneotlon 
with tho oountry, " Ireland," he added, 
was never more peaceful than now, and was 
the government wise in adjonrnlng for six 
montha without expressing its intentions in 
this matter?" 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour, the Conservative 
leader, agreed with tho opposition leaders' 
remarks in regard to Armenia, and said the 
government waa doing ita beat to carry ont 
the policy of the E«rl of KImberly, late 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. The 
government, he continued, is alive to tho 
sorionsnees of events in that country and 
danger to the Turkish Empire. As to 
Chitral, Mr. Biklfonr remarked that the 
right hon, gentleman's oritioisma of the 
course of the government in this conneotlon 
were not well founded. The government 
had not extended the boundaries of the em 
pire, but Chitral being within ita boundaries, 
England could not permic any lodgmont of 
a foreign power in that quarter. Tho popu- 
lation of Chitral must look to Eoglaud aa 
tho great suzerain power. In regard to 
Iroland, Mr. Balfour said there did not ap 
pear to bo any pTeasing anxiety to bring 
forward land legislation before next scsalon. 

Mr. Redmond moved an amendment to 
tho addreaa inviting the government to de- 
clare that there would be no delay to their 
Iriah polioy. Five sixths of the electors of 
Ireland had declared in favor of Home Rule, 
and he protested that the verdict of the 
election was not agiinat Home Rule. He 
warned the govarnment that Ireland oould 
not be eatiafactority governed from West- 
minster, and that the only remedy for ber 
ills was national aelf-governmenb. Regard- 
ing the land legislation ho admitted that the 
only remedy was compulsory purohoao by 
the tenant. 

Horace Plunkett, member of parliament 
for the south division of Dublin county, and 
a Conservative, safd he believed the time 
had como when, owing to tho changed viowa 
of the Irish, a Tory government could legis- 
late for Iroland In a spirit of aympathy. If 
the government Ignored the material inter- 
eats of Ireland the Home Rule demand 
would continue and tho Tories wonld have 
lost a groat opportunity. 

,John Dillon said he feared that the omin- 
ods silence of tho government would undo 
the life work of Paruoll, who brought the 
Irish people to believe that Home Rule 
could be won on the floor of that bouse. The 
result of the elections entitled him to assert 
that Unionism' was receding in Ireland, 
therefore he moved .an amendment declaring 
the necessity of immediate legislation on 
the land question, in accordanoe with the 
recommendation of last year's committee. 

Rt. Hon. Gerald Belfour, chief secretary 
for Iroland, recognized Mr. Redmond's 
moderate tone, but reminded him of tho 
groat difference between the state of things 
now and in 1886. His reports ahowod that 
the harvests were good in every dietriot cf 
Ireland, and that there was no heavy fall 
In prices in the last two years. 
Therefore the land question waa 
not urgent. He had only been in 
office for a month and could not be ex- 
pected to give an exhaustive anawor to all 
questions ; bub aa to the Home Rule atti- 
tude of tho government lb wonld continue to 
be one of anchanging and inflexible, opposi.

Hea^-y Mortality Among: French la 
Madagascar -Tlie Kiel 
Accident. 

LoMLON, Aug. 16.— The Timea in its 
financial article this morning with reference 
to a letter from a correspondent denies that 
it is in favor of a ratio of \5h to 1 between 
gold and ailver, because it ia convinoed that 
it is impoaaihie to maintain any ratio, bub 
it consideiB that the advocates of a ratio of 
15i to 1 or 16 to I, are its only serious 
antagonists. The advocates, however emin- 
ent, of other ratios the Times thinka, are 
not serious. 

The amount of bullion gone into tho Bank 
of England on bilance to-day was £102, 000. 
The weekly atatement of tho Bink of Eng- 
land shows the following changes as oom- 
partd with tho previous account. Total re- 
serve, increase, £1,203,000 ; circulation, de- 
crease, £;{;i2,00O ; bullion, increase, £940,- 
000 ; other securities, increase, £:j49,000 ; 
notea reserved, incraaae, /;i,3.S9,000 ; gov- 
ernment aecurities, unchanged The pro- 
portion of tha bank's reserve to liabilities, 
which last week was 57 85 per cent., is now 
58.51 per cent. 

Advices received from Majuga, laland of 
Madagascar, dated Aug. 5, aay that the 
Hovaa are entrenched at Kinajy, on the 
Ambohimena mountaina, between Anderiba 
and Antanariva, Gen, Daohoane ia now 
advancing upon this position, and another 
Hova foroo, conalating of 4 000 men is push- 
ing forward with the intention of cutting off 
French supplies near Morovay, There has 
bsen heavy mortality among the French 
troops on account of malaria, dysentery and 
other sicknesses. 

The number of deaths reaulting from the 
crowding on the landing stage at Kiel of a 
number of workmen employed at the Ger- 
manic dock yards, wan larger than at first 
supposed. Divers have already reoovered 
fonrteen bodies and are seeking others. 
The accident was oanaed by the violent 
rushing of men into the gangway, as they 
were returning at noon from work on a tor- 
pedo catcher. 

The Lokal Anzegar strongly adviaea Ger- 
many to annex the Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
burg, which by the London treaty of 1867 
was declared neutral territory, and to forti- 
fy the oapitol so that Strasburg, Metz and 
Luxemburg may be impregnable fortresses,

Salmon on This Const as Abundant as Ever— 
Alaska Boundary Dispute Will Be Set- 
tled Without Dlllicultr. 

Seattle, Aug. 15.— Professor Richard 
Rathbun, of the British and United States 
Fishery Commission, in^conversatlon yester- 
day said : "We nave no information to 
show any decrease In Paget Sound salmon. " 
The decrease, even If there should 
be any, could not, he said, be of any 
moment, while varieties other than the sock- 
eye largely entered the waters of the coast. 
Prof. Mendenhall, and Prof. King, of the 
British service, satisfactorily settled the 
boundary between Maine and Kew 
Brunswick, and he bad no doubt would 
settle the line between Alaska and Canada 
in a moat aatisfactory and honorable man- 
ner.

CUI5A STILL DISQUIETED. 

(J;ipt;;;r. (>l^Il(!raI ile Ciinipos on tho .SUuiitlon 
KtlK'lllon Will Be C'rushiHl licfuro 
Spring— Miiceo's WherealjoutH. 

London, Aug. 15. — The Havana oortoa- 
pondont of the Times telegrapha to that 
paper that since hia arrival here Captain 

General Martinez Jo Cjiiipoa has received 
doputationa from all tho political parties. 
Hia pereonal popularity makes everybody 
glad to welcome him. Addreesing the Re- 
formists, ho said that the revolution would 
probably develop further before the final 
outcome waa ended. Addressing the Au. 
toDomists, he stated that it was his inten- 
tion to begin an active campaign In Septem- 
ber against tho insurgents in the province of 
Santa Clara, afterwards to attack the rebels 
in Puerto Principe, and lastly those in San- 
tiago dj ('uha. Hu promised that tho next 
munioipal oleotiona should bo absolutely 
free and that ha would personally rootify 
any case of coercion reported to him. 

In tho course of a private conversation 
tho Captain General oxprossod tho opinion 
that disaensions among the loaders would 
weaken tho inaurgont force, and tliat tho 
rebellion would bo crushed before tho 
spring, bat there ia a poraiotont rumor in 
uaually well informed circles that he cabled 
Midrid that only two courses arc open to 
Spain, either to eond 100,000 troopa to Cuba 
or to grant the island complete autonomy. 

The report that the Alcalde of Sanotl- 
Spirltua had joined the rebellion ia in- 
correct. 

The average number of deaths from 
yellow fovor among tho troops for the last 
fow weeks haa boeu 12 daily. 

Jose Maceo has lived for the past thrco 
months on a colfd-i eatatn between Santiago 
do Cuba and Guantanamo. The government 
is aware of this, but does not attempt to at- 
tack him.

BLOODY FIGHT. 



Garibs' UoteruiliiPd Endaiivor to Drive Awiiy 
Negroes From I'liintiitlous lu 
lioniliiniB. 

New York, Aug. 15.— One of the bloodi- 
eat battlea that have been fout|ht in British 
Honduras in many days, says a letter from 
Bellza just received in Trenton, N. J., occur- 
red August 3 at Straun oraek and Mullins 
river, about thirty miles south of Belize, 
The district there ia settled by upward of 
20,000 C;krlb8, whose reservations reach 
moat of tho ground under cultivation. The 
remainder is occupied by English planters 
principally, who have in their service 4,000 
negroes, 

A fow months ago a numbsr of English 
planters, whoso plantations are located 
Be von miles from the coast, applied to tho 
colonial legislature at Belize for permis- 
sion to uouetruot railroads from thsir 
plantations through the Carib reserva- 
tions to the Coast. Permission was granted, 
and the survey waa authorized to locate the 
routes. The rails for the railroads arrived 
from England three or four weeks ago. As 
aoon as the Caribs found It out a numbor of 
thorn wrote to tho English planters and 
warned thorn not to put them down on their 
reservations if they desired to avoid trouble. 
The Eogliah planters laughed and the work 
went on, and they were beginning to think 
the Caribs meant nothing by their threats 

Lite in the afternoon of August 3, the 
Cariba aasemb'ed with mschetas, ad- 
vanced upon the negroes at work and or- 
dered them to take up the rails. The 
negroea refuaed, and threatened to attack 
the Carlba unleaa they cleared out. They 
went away, bnt returned In less than an 
hour to the number of olose upon 7,000, and 
began to tear the raila. The Englislimon 
ordered their negroes to try a little fight- 
ing. 

Tho moment the negroes raised their 
weapons the Cariba rushed upon them and 
with their machetas hacked and chopped 
the negroes to pieces. Small as their num- 
bers were tho negroes fought bravely and 
killed many of their antaconisis, but they 
could stand against their antagonists only 
two hours. Between 500 and GOO negroes in 
all were killed and almost as many Injured, 
while the Caribs had close to 300 killed and 
twice aa many wounded, some mortally. As 
soon as the negroea wero forced to beat a 
retreit the Cariba went to work and tore up 
every foot of rails, dtmaging many of tho 
English plantations, and destroyed fruit 
and robb id to the value of many thousands 
of dollars. 



BEAR'S NEST MINE. 

It Is Said to Be Unproductive— A Mere Pocket 
Ledge. 

Sas Fkancisoo, Aug^ 15. -It ia said that 
tho Troadwell-Boar'd Neat mine, which once 
gave promise of boing tho richest mine in 
tho v;orld, and which waa recently pur- 
chased by a German and English syndicate 
for 51,000,000, ia proving unproductivo. 
Charges of fraud are alleged against tho 
sellera. Tho Nest adjoins tho Treadwell 
mine, and the purchasers hoped to roach 
tho Treadwell ledge, but the latter Is now 
said to be a pocket produced by an eruption, 
and without ledgea.

Text of Ur. Justice Crease's 
ment in the Frecions 
Metals Case.

Frank v. Sadler Heard iu tho Couuty 
Court— Speedy Trial 
To-Day. 



The judgmenb of Mr. Justice Crease on 
the preoiona tnotala caao i^lven in tho Full 
OOart laat Wedaosd^y, and concurring wh\\ 
the deoiaiona of Juatioaa McCreigh!; and 
Walkem, waa as followa : 

Thia ia a teati onse which puta in laeuo tho 
exoluflivo righta of tho E & N. Railway 
Compijny to the precious motala in what ia 
IsnowTj BB the E & N. or island railway bolt. 
Briefly Btatod the facia are us followa ; 
ThoplalntiflF, Williim Herbert Biinbridge, 
a froo miner under the Britiah Columbia gold 
minlot; acts, having duly fulfilled all tho 
proliminary requirBcnentB of the law for the 
purposo, and having taken up, recorded and 
worKod a gold mining claim at Alborni, 
called tho " Blue Ruin " placer claim within 
tho aaid belt, waa ejected by tho defendant 
company aa a treepnaaar. 

Thortupon ho obtained an injunction 
against thoni ; which by oonaont waa turned 
into a moiina for judgment before the 
Supreme ccurt. 

The court, at the hearing on tho l7oh of 
October, J.H74, by ita judgment and the 
reaaona which aooompanied it, oetabliahod 
the two (juuBiiona raiaod in tho oaaa in d vor 
of the plaintiff : 

1, That nhe precioua metala, gold and 
silver, had not been convoyed by the crown 
to the company, and, 2ad. that auch being 
the fact, a free miner, on fulfilling the or- 
dinary abatutory conditions in that behalf, 
hadllioiiame right to mine and work a 
placer claim f jr gold within that belt, ag he 
had to do so in other private lands in the 
province. 

It ia against this deokion that the pro- 
sent appeal has been taken. The motion 
was beard and folly argaed before the Pull 
oonrt. Jadgment reterved. 

It b this jadgment we have now to ren- 
der. 

It Is aonoeded that the title to the lands 
and minerals within the Island railway belt 
depends on the statotes, looal and Domin- 
ion, and the Crown grant affaating it, cited 
in extenao on both aides and aeb out in th 
Appeal book. And the two points at iaauo 
depend on the conatruolion which tho law 
placoe on thoae auihoritioa. 

It ia admitted alao that tho plalntifTa 
mioing claim ia situated within the Island 
railway belt and included in the lands, the 
fee in which is granted to the defendant 
company. 

Tho Railway Company claim that tho 
province, by iheli. C Aot, 1" Vict. Oh. 14 
(iS83), ratitjed and confirmed by the Do- 
minion Act, 47 Vtot , CSi G (1SS7), and the 
Crown grant from the UomiDiein to the Com- 
pany flSS7), (daoh) paeaed tho aamo public 
lands and all mtoea and minerals whatso- 
ever, in the name language, which also in 
eluded the right to the precioua metala. 

They furiher maintain that, by implica- 
tion, such of the legislation of B C. aa to 
private lands, before and at that time, which 
deals with gold mines, points with aufBcient 
olearnesa to the interpretation, wbioh in- 
oladea the precious metals in their grant, 
acd olaim a deoision in their favor. 

But an examination Into the aotual word- 
ing of the statutes and of the grant, and the 
settled oonstruotion which the law places 
npon the wording employed in them do not 
bear oot^tbat oonoluaion. 

The 47 Via, cap. U, B. C. (the aot 
relatinR to the Island railway, the graving 
dook and the railway lands of British Cal- 
nmbta), and the grant of April 21, 1887, 
icade in pursuance thereof, sfter granting 
the lands of the railway belt to the railway 
company, granted " alao all coal, coal oil, 
ores, atonea, clay, marble, slate, mines, min- 
erals and aubstancea whatsoever in, on, or 
under auch landa " unto and to the use of 
the said company, its successors and assigns 
" forever," snbjaat to oertain conditions and 
stipulations, which do not a&eot the present 
case. 

Thoae worda, " mlneo, minerals and aub- 
etancea," it baa been long eettled are not 
" precise and ape " to grant with them a 
grant of the royal mines of gold and silver. 
From the earliest time, in an unbroken 
ohtin down to the present, nothing lesa than 
nnmiatakable language conveyicg the gold 
and silver, is allowed by law to pass those 
royal mines and metala. Tho law on tho 
subject in Eogland is the law in British 
Columbia, and has been so, at least since 
1858. 

As far back as tho time of EHzibotb and 
before (see Plowden '.ilO to 333) it waa 
settled that "nothing of prerogative can 
pass without express and determinato 
words," and slaee then the precious 
metals have always been recognised as 
a part of the perogative rit;ht« of the Crown ; 
aod the above role for their tranemission 
has ever sinee then been strictly observed 
and banded down. 

In the case reported in 1 Plowden, 'A'AG a, 
" all the juaticea and barona iicreed that u 
mine royal, whether of luae motula contain- 
ing gold and ailver, or of pure trold and sil- 
ver only may, by grant of tho King, bo sev- 
ered from tho crowD, etc., by apt and pro- 
ciae worda. " 

They alao agreed that " the worda in the 
lettorepatont convoying ' land ' and ' mince ' 
should be tuUen to common intent und shall 
not make tho orea royal, or tho mines royiil 
to paea, to convoy which there ought to bo 
in the patent prociso worda expioaalng 
thorn." And there are none sujh hero. 

Nay — even more atrongly — for ho aaya 
" that In many caaea tho cnnatruotion of law 
may, for tho b mtfit of tho King, be againab 
tho cxpreaaed letters of the grant ; aa, when 
tho King grantoth the Manor of D*le, and 
all manner of underwoods, mines, and quar- 
ries in the same ; yet tho inynes of gold and 
ailver shall not pasae." 

And the other high authorities (Davis 57G) 
(Littleton 116), (Eobart 243), all cxproaa 
themselves on the point to tho same efFeot. 

Id a later case (1877), before the oonrt, 
Woolley V. Atcorney General of Viotoris in 
an appeal before the Privy Council tfae tame 
rale of oonstruotion ia emphatically con- 
firmed. 

There the qucalion v/it, whether upon 
the salea of waato landa of the crown, tho 
gold which mif.ht bo found therein passed 
to tho purchaaora, there bding no words in 
the grant of tho crown exprcaaly granting it, 

SirJamea Colvilo, delivering tho judg- 
ment of the Court, apoakiog of the tu'o in t* o 
" mines case " I have referred to (1 PloKildn 
,'i.'!6) laid down that, " it is perfectly clear, 
thao ever since that decision it has been set- 
tled law in England that the perogative 
right of tho crown to gold and ailver found 
In mines will not pass under a grant from 
the orown, unless by apt and proolae words 
the Intention of tho crown bo expressed that 
it ahall paea." 

In another part of the same judgment tho 
aumo loarnod Judge aays : " There is no 
roferonoe to the rights of tho orown in tho 
precious metals to be found under the soil ; 
and it Is a recognized principle of the oon. 
■trnotloB of itatntei thafr the .perogiktlTe

In tho case under citation it wos ooncndcd 
that " thIa rule must Id taken to have been 
iuiroduood as pure of the oon)nion law of 
England into tho colony of Vic.oria." 

And it is not diaputed that the same rulo 
has been introduced and obtained here as 
part of the common law of England in Brit- 
iah Columbia. 

In a case of considerable importance heard 
before the Privy Council in 1889, tho At- 
tornoy-Goneral of Britiah Columbia v. the 
Attorney Uenoral of Canada, 14 App. , Caa, 
2<)5, the question raised was whether the 
grunt by the province of oertain poblio 
lands to the Dominion — the Canadian Pad- 
iio railway belt — where the expression 
" lands " admittedly oarried with it the 
baser metals, " mines and minerals,'' and I 
might add for this case "substanoes," as in 
oldents of land also oarried with it tho right 
to the precious metala. 

Lord Watson, in a long and well con- 
sidered judgment reviewing all the auihori- 
tioa on tho question from Plowden down- 
ward, delivered the decision of the court 
that '• jura regalia " (of which the right to 
gold and silver is one) "are not acceaiories 
of land." And he declared that the precioua 
metals within that railway belt are vested 
in tho Crown, subject to the control and dis- 
posal of tho government of Britiah Columbia. 

With regard to the company's contention 
that tho use and interpretation of tho worda 
" minca and mineraln " in several ISritieh 
Columbia acts paaaed before, as well as at 
the time' of the grant, indicated tho inten- 
tion of the Crown that the worda " all 
mines and minerals whalsoevor " in tho 
grant shall include "gold and silver," a 
very short examination, however, of these 
shows not only that auch could not havo 
been the oaae, butt that the B.C. house of 
aesonibly haa been anxious, if only for the 
sake of the miners themsolves, in all their 
legislation and orown grants, whether re- 
lating to laid or mines, carefully to give 
pubiio notice in them that the Crown re- 
tains intact all ita prerogatives with regard 
to the prrc'oug metalo. 

In 47 Vice. 6, 10 p. 24 (asos. 10, 60 and 
69) the B C. mineral aot and amending acts, 
under wbioh tho plaintiff olaims — and whioii 
waa passed at the same session as the Island 
raih'/ay aot— the word '* udneraj " ii de- 
clared to mean and inoinde " all m>' erals 
precious and base (oth<3r than coal) t und 
in veins or lodes or rook In place," and the 
crown grant nnder it is declared to pass 
and traoefer the right to ail metala precioua 
or baae (other than ooal) found in veins, 
lodes or rock in place." 

But this only refers to the rights which 
tho leglsloturo intecd^d to be conveyed to 
gold minors under the particular aota in 
which auch spooial aoctiona occur. 

And shows that when thoy wished tho 
precious metals in any case to paaa, having 
the power to do so, the legislature know 
very well how to do it ; and invariably 
used " apt and precise " and clear worda to 
effect that object. 

Whereas, in this case, thoy did not do ao, 
the only inference la that they omitted to 
do ao deaignedly, and that their real inten- 
tion was that by the worda used in the rail- 
way grant the precioua metala should not 
pass, 

Tho same observations and reaaoning ap. 
ply to the B. C. acta referring to the royal 
prerogatives, passed before the railway 
grant, such as the mineral acts an d land 
aots, and the forms of orown grants attach- 
ed to them. 

Throughout, the legislature seems to have 
taken as a matter of course the long estab- 
lished role that the orown only expresses its 
intention to part with the preolons metala 
by apt and preolse worda, the meaning of 
whioh eannot be mistaken. 

I am tberpfore of opinion that the judg- 
ment of Mr, Jaatice Drake must be sup- 
ported, and the appeal dismissed with oosta. 
Henry P. Peixew Crease, J. 

In the County court yeatord ly P. Frank 
r. E Sadler waa tried before Mr. Justice 
Drake and a jury. PlaintilF claimed §300 
damagea ftr wrongful aeizuio of goods und 
wrongful dialreas of rent. The defendant 
made counterclaim for balance of rent due, 
damages for froudulont removal of goods, 
value 5?S.S, tho admitted amount due on a 
promiBory ndo. Tho jury brought in a 
verdict for $4S4 for plaintiff and allowed 
tho d'. feiidant tlio on tho promissory 

note mentioned in the counterclaim. Mr. 
Aikmau, for plaiutid, aakod leave to amend 
his claim to correspond with tho verdict, 
whioh was greater than tho amount men- 
tioned in the claim. Tho court noted the 
ri quest. Mr- G. H. lUrnard for defendant.

THB SPBBOE AT SORBL. 

Tbe Toronto Globe of the O^h aontains a 
report of Hon. Mr. Laurier'a Sorol apoccb. 
lb is not an extended report. Perhapa it 
was not conaidored worth a great deal of the 
Globe's space. It is certainly a little more 
empty and indefinite than- Mr. Lanrier's 
apeeohes usually are. It wa«i no doubt, 
pleasantly and graoefally delivered, but, to 
use an expression whioh has become almost 
classio in this Dominion, " there ain't 
nothing to it." There is a j^ood deal of 
chiff in it and some ridicule — not very raoy 
—of Mr. Laurler'a Qaebeo opponents. Those 
who expeoted that the Lsader of the Opposi- 
tion would take the opportunity that tbe 
meeting at Sorel a£forded him of giving tbe 
country a olear and straightforward exposi- 
tion of his policy on tbe Manitoba school 
question or any other question must have 
been disappoioted. He was almost as In- 
definite and elusive as ever. Although be 
was evidently determined to say as little as 
possible, be added enough to tbe old ntory 
to disconcert and diaguat the organ of tho 
Opposition in this oity. That organ, as 
our readers know, has pronounced absolute- 
ly against any interf erenoe 00 the part of tbe 
DominioB Parliament with Manitoba in tbe 
matter of tbe gobooli,, In the Toronto 
Globe's report of Mr. Liurier'e speech will 
be found tho following passage : 

" Now he had expressed his views on the 
Bchool (|uestion on many occasions and in 
many parts of tho Dominion. Hu bad said 
over and over again that it was a question 
of fact, anil that the Federal Government 
had a right to interfere, but it had never yet 
interfered. It had shullUd and dallied«rltb 
tbe question all along." 

Here we have tho Leader of the Opposi' 
tion not only declaring that the Federal 
Governn)ent has tho right to interfere with 
Manitoba but censuring that Government 
for nob interfering. Will oar contemporary 
proceed at onoe to read the Hon. Mr. Lsur- 
ier out of the party to which it belongs ? 
Here, on the most important ()ueation before 
tho people, we find the Timoa complotoly at 
variance with tho Loader of tbe Liberal 
Party. How can it continue to follow Mr. 
Lautier 't If lb were oonslatent it would re- 
pudiate Mr' Laurier in its next issue. 

Mr. Laurier was good enough to tell bis 
readers why tho Government has not inter- 
fered with Manitoba. Ho said : 

Ho would tell thom why, and in doing so 
ho was speaking with a aonso of hia re- 
sponsibililiea as a public man epoaking to 
his oountrynion. It waa booauso in thia 
country Catholics and Pfotoatanta had each 
tholr own ideas on the subjeot of education, 
and that tho idoaa of each wore diffuront. 
He was of the samo faith and race as those 
whom he was addrosaing. Citholioa wore 
in the minority in Canada, and alao, of 
course, in Parliament. Thia school quoa- 
tion could not bo aottled by an appoal 
to Cathoiica or an appual to Protoatanta — by 
an appeal to Catholic projudioes or by an 
appeal to Protestant prejudices — it could 
only be settled by a statesman who bad tbe 
courage to disonss tho question in the same 
terms before both Catholios and Rrotes- 
tanta. 

If anyone should be so presumptuous as 
to ask why the Hon. Wilfred Laurier con- 
tinues to pursue so timid and so tortuous a 
oourae on the Manitoba sohool question, tho 
correct answer would 00 doubt be, " Ba- 
canae he knows that in thia country Catholics 
and Protestants have each their own ideas 
on the. subject of education, and that the 
Ideas of each are different.'' Between Mr. 
Liurier's desire to please tho Catholics ard 
his fear of oCfending tho Protestants ho finds 
himself in a' most embarrassing position. 
With Seylla on one aide of him and 
Cbarybdis on the other he haa been com- 
pletely ab a I0B8 how to ateer hia political 
bark wlthoub being shipwrecked. Ho has 
dono his very best to keep a safe middle 
eourso. This is why ho has strained hia 
ingenuity to construct phrases whioh will 
sound nicely, bub whioh will mean nothing 
or next to nothing. And this ia why tho 
parbisana of both aidea are beginning to re* 



gard him with something that looka very 
like contempt. 

Mr. Laurier shows in thia same Sorel 
spsech that ho has no stomooh for a fight, 
and that ho is determined, if be possibly cap, 
to avoid coDiiog to close quarters with his 
opponents. Basoribing those opponents and 
his woy of dealing with themi the Globe's 
report makes ijr. Liurier say : 

■' He knew thooo Conaorvativo papers 
well. Thoy Would bo delighted, it would 
aooni, if ho said a word about the school 
question. In Quobi c these pious Conserva- 
tive newspapers were Catholics ; in Ontario 
they Were Protestants, In Qaebso the 
saintly Mluervo, Sir Adolphe Caron, Mr. 
Ouimet and the Ultramontanes were listen- 
ing to him with clubs in their hands ready 
to down him if ho aaid a single word about 
the school question, and in Oat^rio Mr. 
Clarke Wallace, Sir Mackenzie Bswell aud 
the Tory and Oraoge organs were watchieg 
him with onothor club ready to strike If be 
dared to aay a word on the same question." 

Hero we have the secret of Mr. Laurier's 
reticence, bis ain'dguity and his indefinlto- 
ncss on the Manitoba sohool question. He 
has not spoken out openly and manfully 
bootuse he Was afraid of the olabs of his 
oppoDODts if ho ahould say anything that 
displeased them. If Mr. Laurior'a aonso of 
humor was at all keen ho would aoe tho 
ridiculous and undignified poallion in which 
ho has placed bimsolf by this confession. 
I'.vory leading politician who holds decided 
opinions 00 tho great questions of tbe day baa 
opponents with clubs in their hands lying in 
Wait for him on every hand. The dilluronco 
botween the lijst of thorn and tho I-oudor of 
tho Canadian Lihorals ia that thoy aro not 
afraid of the oluba. They say what thoy 
have to say plainly and boldly, defying tbe 
nion With clubs to do their worst. They 
aro determined, too, that the clubbing shall 
not be ail on one side. They aro ready to 
do battle for the opinions that thoy aro not 
afraid to exproafl' Thoy do nob waste their 
time and misuse their ability to trying to 
construcb sentenoes that will either have, 
when exaininedi do meaning at all or bear 
any oonstruotion that men holding different 
opinions may ohooaa to put upon thom. 
Mr. Laurier ia credited with having con- 
vinced the organ of tho Liberals in Winni- 
peg that be ja opposed to separate schools, 
and led the advocates of the minority in 
t^atbsQ to believe that he favors abate-aided 
roligioua edncation. Hia Sorel speech was 
So worded aa to deepen tbia very singular 
impression. 

MVST liOT BB NEOLBOTBD. 

Much rogrot is R'^proRBod by agriculturiata 
and all those who have the interests of tbe 
Island at hearb at) the reported decision of 
Professor Robertson not to visit Comox with 
the "Travelling Dairy." Mr. Joseph 
Hunter, M.P.p. for the district, haa made a 
strong protoBt on the subjoot, and it is earn- 
aaily hoped that with tho assiatanco, already 
offered, of the Provinoial Government, the 
Dairy Commiaaion may be indncwd to give 
reasonable time for visiting such an im- 
portant ogrlcuHural section of the Pro- 
vince. 

It ia boliovod that tho Hon. Colonel 
jijkar. Acting Minister of Agriculture, 
tende to interview Sir Maokec^lo BowoU for 
tho purpose of o^lling his attention to the 
futility of a visit from the Travelling Dairy 
unless ic truvols- 



ABOOT QUARAifTlNB. 

The City Council, we find, deputed the 

Mayor, the Health OIRcer and the City 
Clerk to wait on the Premier when he visits 
the city to inik about quarantine matters. 
The subject ia an important one well worthy 
the serious attention of the Dominion autb- 
oritiea. Vigtoria ia one of the principal 
gateways of tbe Dominion, consequently the 
inhabitants of every part of ib are Interested 
in having the quarantine on the Pacific 
Coast kept in an efficient condition. The 
circ'umatancoa aro such that careleasneaa and 
want of vigiiitoco may bo followed by the 
most disastrous results. 

Advices from Japan inform us that tbe 
cholera is raging in that country. Cholera, 
smallpox UQd other contagious diseases aie 
endemic in Chin*- Communloation between 
Canada and China and Japan la now fre- 
quent acU regular. It is very easy indeed 
if proper care be nob taken to import dread- 
ful diseases from both these oonntriea. We 
find that a atriet quarantine has been eatab- 
lisbed on the Eaatern side of the Dominion. 
Tho quaraQtlno rules atGrosao Isle, Halifax, 
Sc. JohP, iknd otnor Kistorn porta aro atrict 
aud thoy aro rigidly enforced. But a strict 
(jiiarantino ia nob nearly so urgently rtquir- 
od on tho li^istorn coast of C^koada as on its 
Western ooaab. The oonnbrles from which 
vessels entering the Eastern perts sail aro 
all highly Qivili'ed, and In all of thom atten- 
tion ia paid by UovernniootB to tho hygienic 
cnndition of ehipa and thoao who Bail in 
thom. Boaidos, in none of the liuropoan or 
Am<3rican porta are cholera, smallpox, the 
bnboaic plague, leprosy, and other 
deadly contagions diseases always present, 
bub tho porta of China and Japan can never 
be said to bo entirely froo from thom. The 
authoritioa in thoao countrioa do not take 
measures to Invo tho voaaola leaving their 
ports froo from disease. Those oircum 
atanoea make & rigid quarantine on thia side 
of the oontlnenb absolutely neoessary, Tho 
examination of ships and paesongore coming 
frotn Asia should bo a aoarobing one, and 
when there is reason to believe that diaoase 
or the germs of diaoaao exist the disinfection 
should be thorough. The authorities ean- 
not afford to ran any riak) in bhia matter. 
The precautions that are found necessary in 
other ports loss exposed to oout'ol.^n then 
thia should never bo neglected, and favor in 
thia matter ahould bo ahown to none, Tho 
((Uaraolino olHoora bore should never for a 
moment forgo'' bhat thoy are acting, not for 
this province alone, bab for the whole Dom 
ioion, »nd for a very oonaiderable area of the 
United SbateB> They abonld, too, nentinn 



ally baar in mind that the need of a atrlcb 
and vigilant quarantine is greater at tbia 
port of Yiotoria than at any port on the 
Eaatern side of the continent. 

We have no doubt but that tho City 
Health Officer will represent the quarantine 
conditionahereexiatiug forcib'y, olearly and 
intelligently. He has studied the matter 
oloaoly and ia duly iniprcBaed with ita Im- 
portance. 

THJH ABORIOINES. 

Mr. Archer Martiu'a letter on tho Cow- 
ichan Indians ia very interealing and in- 
genious, bub nothing ia easier than to make 
mistakes when we view this Indian qnestion 
from the standpoint cf sentiment, 
Fow things are more difTicult than 
to decide what are tho rights of 
tho Indians to tho land. When a mnn 
conies to talk about abstract rights ho 
enters a vary wide field, and one in which 
there is very much to obatroob bbe vision- 
Tbe stronger race has taken the land from 
its aboriginal inhabitants. What rights 
have been left them it is very hard to soy. 
It is beyond doubb the duty of those who 
have taken tho land troni tho Indians to 
treat thom humanely and generously. But 
what is humane treatment cf tbe Indian 
race ? It is said that tbe British have treat- 
ed them humanely. Vet under this 
humano treatment the Indiana have 
not thriven. They have deoroased 
in numbora and eomo aay that thoy liavo de- 
generated physically and oven morally. Can 
the treatment be said to be really humane 
that haa produced these results ? 

It ia auld by aomo that wo try to do too 
uch for tho Indiana, that by treating 
them like children we donioralize thom and 
prevent tho growth and development of tho 
hardy virtuoe that are necessary to make 
thom self-supporting and self-respecting, 
The policy of hiving them in reserves has 
been condemned by some friends of the In- 
dians. It is contended that ib would be 
better for thom if thoy were made possess- 
ors of land in aoveralty and loft to do with 
it as they see fit. Giving them rations Is 
declared to be a cause of demoraiizttion. 
This is whib the New Vork Commercial Ad- 
vertiser of tho 9bh inst. says on that subject : 

Ex-Governor Hanaer, of Montana, got at 
the heart of tbe Indian situation when ho 
said chat the policy of free rations had taken 
all that was good out of the Indiana and re 
daced them to loafers and drunkards. Thia 
is the toBtimony of all who have observed 
the life of such of the Indians as have not 
aocepted the opportunity to become farmers 
or frontier policemen. 

Demoralizition, lazineas, excesses in drink- 
ing, disease and death are the inevitable 
consequences of free rations, whether tho 
victima are Indians or white men. There is 
no large olaaa of white men who could resist 
the demoralizing tendency of anpport with- 
out exertion. The beat thing nature has done 
for mankind, human nature beine what it is, 
la to make the enjoyment of bread and butter 
depend on personal exertions. Work ia the 
law of life, and the only rational quarrel 
is whether the duty to work involvea alao 
tho right to work. There are unfortunates 
bore and there, who have been burdened by 
inherited wealth without tho ambition to 
enlarge it and without tho babiiJ of work. 
Their lot ie far worse than that of the ordin- 
ary laborer who haa to work hard to make 
both ouda meet. 

It la aafe to oay that if tho Govornmont 
ahould issiio free rations and other auppliee 
to an Induatrioua olasa of white men, in leea 
than twenty yeara moat of them would be 
worthloaa loafers. This is what has hap- 
pened to some of tho Indians. 

Wa are strongly of opinion that it dots 
the Indians a great deal more harm than 
good to exempb thom from the operation of 
game and other laws that have been enacted 
for the benefit of the whole community. In 
the matter of fishing, havu they boon treated 
with judicious kindness ? If weir fiahiog 
can be ahown to be deatiuotiva of tbe iish 
in the Cowlohan or any other river, why 
should the Indiana be given the 
privilege of destroying them— of killing the 
goose that lays tbe golden egg ? Do not 
lawa that are made for the preservation of 
tho Qah work as well for the Indiana as for 
the men of every other race in the oonntry 
Is ib really a kindness to permit them to 
kill the fish in a wboleaaie way ? The aame 
may be said of killing deer and other ani- 
mals out of aoaaon. The Indian is, in fact, 
moro deopiy intereetod in tho preservation 
of such game than his fellow citizens. But 
ho ia DoC a citizen. It has been conaidored 
wise to withhold from faim tbe privilegca 
and powers of oltlzsnabip. Has this been 
for the Indian's good ? Haa ib helped to 
civilize him? or, has it bad the contrary 
effect? * Haa ib made him feel that he ia the 
white man's inferior, and has not that feel- 
iuK contributed to his degradation ? 

Thia Indian question is an exceedingly in- 
teresting one, and one that ought to be much 
more seriously considered than it has been 
There can bo no doubt that the Indians have 
nob boon treated in the right way, either in 
Canada or tho United States. What ia tho 
right way ; or haa tho right way boon yet 
found by anyone ? Are we shut \ip to the 
conclusion that the Indiana are a doomed 
race, and bhab bhore is no use in trying to do 
anything for them ? Thia is a moct dopres 
sing conclusion atd ono, wo strongly aus 
poet, that is not oredibable either to the 
humanity or the Chrisbianity of tbe " supe- 
rior race."

Thoy leave by tho Quadra 
on Sunday morning. Thoy apeak in terms 
of high praiao of the comfortablo accommo- 
dations of that ship, and the courtesy of her 
commander, Capt, Walbran. 

The Quadra loft Vanooaver on the evening 
of Sunday, the 4th, and that night anchor 
waa oast in Buccaneer bay. At 10:'M o'clock 
next morning Cipo Mudgo waa reached, 
and the party saw tho first Indian village in 
tho series which they proposed to viait. In- 
dian Agont Pldcook came on board hero, 
continuing with the pirty for tho rest of the 
trip. Alert bay gave the anchorage that 
cigbb. In the forenoon of the nest day they 
visited the Indian school there and were en- 
tertained by the pupils, who exhibited great 
proficiency in rudimentary studios. 
The Salmon eannery, in full oper- 
ation, was of oonne visited, 
proving a most Interesting sight, novel to 
several of the Eastern visitors. The next 
stop was at the Indian village of Fort Bu- 
perp, where is the oldest Hudson Bay post 
on the Northwoat coast. The Quadra an- 
chored for tha niehb at Port Alexandra. 
Tho event of the following day waa a abort 
viait to tho Indian village at Bella Bollu, 
where the Methodist mlsaionary, Rev. Mr, 
Bavis, was met Hero the party saw for 
the first time a variety of raspberry which 
they also found In all the Indian villages up 
to the Alaska boundary. None of them 
had over aeon birries of such largo ei/.j or of 
auch excellent quality. Thoy wore informed 
that tho fruit had been introduced by tho 
Hudson B*y Company a groat many years 
ago. Anchorage waa found for tho night in 
Swanaon b^y. 

On Thursday the Quadra arrived at Port 
ICjaiugton, at the mouth of tho Skoena 
river. Tho village waa swarming with 
Indians on their way homo from tho salmon 
fishery. Thia waa indeed the drab point at 
whiofa they had aeon any considerable num- 
ber of Indian men, aa they had all gone 
oS to the fiabiog grounds. Hero also th(y 
bad the first opportunity of acquiring some 
of the curious articles of Indian workman- 
ship and tradition peculiar to the ooast, and 
In conseqaenos were liberai purohasers, at 
spooial tourist rates. Bev. Mr. Jennings, 
the Methodist missionary, kindly aoted as 
guide to the interesting sights of tbie point, 
Tho first glimpae of the Indian version 
of the Salvation Army was seen here, 
but the corps was much in ovidonoo 
at all the succeeding villagea. At Fort 
SlTipson it was quite the controlling force of 
tho town, and from all reports tho soldiers 
are doing a good work. This institution is 
conipoaed entirely of natives, who have a 
band and the outward and visible signs of 
tho orthodox Army, but thoy have alan 
some rather startling variations calculated 
to stir even the phlegmatic aiwaah. 

Friday waa spent at Motlukatla, where 
they wore roceivud l)y Indian Agent Todd 
and by him introduced to Uiahop Ridley, 
whose gueala they were at luncheon at tho 
seo houao. Tho industrial school, of courso, 
was visited ; so were tho girls' homo, the 
school of tho Church Missionary Socleiy 
and tho Caledonia hospital. A oonlinuoua 
downpour of rain prevented observation of 
the doiiiestio life of tho Indians. After 
sundown tho Quadra anchored in the har- 
bor of Fort Simpson. 

Saturday forenoon waa spenil at that 
village. The visitors eaw the Indian school 
and all the chief points of interest in the 
village, which is the most populona centre 
on the Northwest coast. At 2 o'clock the 
Quadra weighed anohor, and three hours 
later dropped it at Kinkolith village, on the 
Naas river. At this point an interesting 
pow wow took place, developing Into noth- 
ing beyond an intorohango of courtesies, tho 
natives having no grievances. At 7 o'clock 
the atoainor started upon tho homeward 
journey. 

On Sunday tho Quadra pub in ab Lowe's 
Inlet, where thoy met Chiof Shakes, and 
also saw u roligloua meeting under full 
steam— and high pressure at that. The can- 
nery waa vieitod, tho aoason'a pack being 
there on exhibition. 

Tho only inoidenb of Monday's journey 
waa a hurried visit in tho evening to tho 
Nawitti village, on Hope leland. Next day 
tho miniatera went aahoro at Salmon river, 
and travoraed tho ground to bo recloimcd 
by tho proposed dyking scheme, which is 
now undor consldoration by the Indian dc 
partmonb. A ahorb call was paid ab Nnnal- 
mo, and thonoo the Quadra porcoeded to 
Kuper island, whoro tho party were received 
by Rev. Father Donkele and entertained by 
the pnpila of tho loduatrlal aobool, one of

THE "WAREIMOO" MISHAP. 

\ Ulsleadlns Gbarb Largely Responsible- 
Will Probably Sali Next Wednesday. 

A preliminary irquiry into tho groundinp 
of the steamer VVarrimoo waa yesterday 
conducted by Captiin Oaudin, agent of tlio 
Marino and FiBhcrica department. The 
evidence of tho captain, mate, second and 
third ofQcors and the look-out was taken, 
and as all the statements corresponded in 
fact, it was not deemed nooesaary 
to continue the inquiry. The fog 
brought about the mishap, but it was shown 
hy the evidence that currents and an unre- 
liable chart were the immediate causes of 
tho mishap. The current which exists at 
tho place where the Wareimoo struck ia well 
known to local navigators AB espeoiaily dan- 
gerous and is generally given as wide 
a berth aa possible. As to tho 
chart of tho Straits inaccuracies frequently 
occur in iigurea repreecnting aou idinga. 
Those soundings were taken aonio^ forty 
years or so ago, and are now found to bo in- 
correct. Those made hy tho American gov- 
ernment recently uro more to bo depended 
on and are now in uao. A chart ahowing 
now soundings could nob bo procured 
by Gapt, Arundel at Sydney, and this faot 
makoa an important point in tho inquiry. 
It will be a few days yeb before Capt, 
Gaudinoan arrive at any deoislon from tho 
Icquiry, and as soon as ho does ho will for- 
ward all tho information to Ottawa, He 
does not, however, oonaidor that a fjooond 
Inquiry will bo necessary. Work on tho 
Warrimoo's repairs are rapidly progroaalDg 
day and night, and aooording to present 
caiculatioDB she will be out of the dock to- 
morrow and will sail for Anebralia on the 
21sl inat.

The Siiubonnet Tote In New Zealand. 

In one tif tlui big towns in New Zea- 
land the ]]■ iiiiinat iiiLf ctinvcution chose as 
candidate after a heated session a man 
whose morals were not blameless, and 
wlio in addition had objected to tho cdti- 
cation of women, on the ground that it 
spoiled them for- lionsekceping. The 
news spread from thi^ nominating con- 
vention half through tho town. Iii that 
hot climate many of the women wear 
largo snubounets, something like the 
poke bounets whioh are in vogue in tlio 
cviuntry towns of our own country. 
There were a uuniber of women in tlu^ 
grocery store buyiuK butter and provi- 
sions when tho news arrived. There was 
a brief iuterohauge of remarks, and ev- 
ery one went directly home. The houses 
there are separated by fences or trellises 
covered with roses, morning glories and 
scarlet creepers. 

In two niinntcs after their arrival 
home each woman had repaired to her 
fence, cailed up her neighbor on either 
side and had transmitted tho tidings 
with more or less emphatic opinions 
uiion the action of the convention. Per- 
sons w lio])asscd that afternoon said that 
v.'herover they went they saw nothing 
but couples of sunlionnots in earnest but 
subdued conversation. Within an hotir 
every woman in the town had been com- 
municated with in suiibonuot fashion. 
Before breakfast, it is said, every hus 
baud had pledged himself to an indig- 
nant wife. 

Tho cani))aign, a brief one, went 
through with singular apparent apathy. 
Tho luckless candidate, who had been 
fearful that his past would be overhaul 
ed, was joyful and confident of election 
by a liandsoiiio majority, but when tlio 
votes were counteil he was buried by a 
majority so large as to astound everj" 
politician iu tho colony.

Housekeepers must not forget that 
during the heated months thought and 
care must bo given to the cellar. Keep 
the, windows tightly closed during the 
day. Open thorn iu tho evening or at 
night. This will keep tho collar dry. 
As tho walls are cool tho hot air of the 
day will condonso upon them aud cause 
moisture. In this cniudition tho collar is 
scarcely a place for keeping food stuffs, 
as tho dampness caus(« mold. It is also 
time to give up using Im-go stoves or 
ranges and substituting smaller ones 
which will do the same amount of work, 
with greater comfort. Cooking bygtis is 
so extensively practiced that I need 
scarcely rehearse tho economy and dura- 
bility of this method. Thousands of gas 
stoves are in use, and when once placed 
are in to stay, aud with care they ari' 
more economical than coaL Persons iu 
tlio country manufacturing their own 
gas can use the same stovo tliey have 
used in thi> city. Roast ing and baking 
may be done at tho same time, thus 
saving heut aud gas. 

In far country places where it is im- 
possible to use gas the next best thing 
is an oil stove, Tlii> iioinis of danger in 
these stoves have l)eeii greatly removed. 
Accidents iiccair only with careless jiixj- 
ple. I am referring uuvf strictly to oil, 
not giusoline, stove.s. Tho latter are al- 
ways more or less dangerous, as this 
material is highly inflammable and ex- 
plosive. Tho four burner stove contain- 
ing an o von l i by 10 is quite large 
enough to do the cooking for a family 
of 13. Sectional saucepans should be 
used for vegetable cooking, or a patent 
cooker will pive you two or three veg- 
etalilesover asingle burner. Waflios and 
cakes can be baked just as well over a 
coal stove. Many of tho readers will re- 
member that in the Woman's building 
in the model kitchen corn waflles were 
made almost every day, beautifully 
baked, and over a gas stove. — House- 
hold News,
